After six months touring in Europe, here I am in one of the most interesting little 
towns in France. Before Leaving French soil all tourists must have their passports 
signed by the chief of police of this town.

Before I left 
the ^States I had the pleasure of visiting the State House where Don Hamilton, now 
governor of Iowa, and his wife, Mrs. Hamilton, net* Shuler, invited me to dinner. They 
.tlso had two other guests, Mr. Dudley Weible and Mr, John Vreeland, both members 
of the governor's staff. And what do you think, Jane Jarnigan was the governor's 
secretary. It seemed quite natural to find Jane secretary to something. She held 
that office in everything she belonged to in high school, didn't she/ That same evening 
we all went to the theatre to see a play that had been running on Broadway for many 
weeks, and behold, our old classmates. Alberta Amick and William Chase were the 
leading actors ! They certainly deserved all the praise the papers have been giving them. 

1 just found a New York Times paper here in my room, the tirst I have seen since 
I left America. On the sport page I see that James Cole is a baseball manager, and 
that Don Cleveland is the coach of the victorious football team of Ames, Iowa. 

About two weeks ago I received a letter from my old friend, Jerome Wolfe, who is 
editor-in-chief of a big newspaper in Philadelphia. He said the firm had a new busi- 
ness manager, Agnes Carley, who was making things hum. He also thought that I 
might be interested to know that Ansel Frankel was the advertising head of the paper. 

The latter part of May 1 was in St. Malo, which is on the sea coast of Brittany. There 
is a huge stone wall around this little city to protect it from the sea. The only way 
to enter is through a large gate that leads to the main street of the city. The first 
day 1 was there the town announcer was advertising a big concert that was to be held 
that evening. I did not hear just what it was all about but learned later, as you will 
hear. The wall around the city is wide like a street and every evening the people 
promenade about it for exercise and to see all their friends. The very tirst person I 
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met as I started out to make my Hrst round was the head of the Y work there, Esther 
Lynde. She happened to have some tickets for the concert and kindly asked me to 
go with her. 

I went, and you could never guess who appeared on the program ! It was Ray Parker, 
who is looked upon as a second Fritz Kreisler over here; Ernie Anderson, the great 
cornetist, and Velda Wiltsey, who is following in the footsteps of Paderewski. We 
had a little visit with them after the concert was over. Ernest told me that Darlene 
Hydeman had gained success with her vocal talent and was now the prima donna at 
the Metropolitan Opera House in New York City. He said that Wendall Willett had 
become a great song composer. It surely was pleasant to know that so many of our 
class had gained fame in the musical world. 

That night I stayed with Esther and we had a good talk over old times. We planned 
to spend the following day together, but early in the morning a telegram came to her 
summoning her back to the office because the new doctor had just arrived and needed 
some reports. That new doctor was a well-known American surgeon who had come 
over for the year. I fairly gasped with amazement when I heard his name was 
Granville Ryan. 

J went with Esther, and at noon the three of us had lunch together at a large hotel. 
In the dining room was a huge radio. While we were eating, WHO was tuned in, and 
came in strong. Then I heard a familiar voice, that of Donald Usher, who was an- 
nouncing the program. The first thing on the program was a talk on ''Better Living 
Conditions for the Blums," by the great social worker, Thelma Larson. The second 
number was a political speech by Kenner Boreman who was running for the office of 
Senator from Iowa. There w&a a little confusion toward the end of the program, but 
things cleared up enough for us to get the last of a song that was sung in Des Moines 
1»\ a well-known radio singer, Mar jorie Wallace. 

That afternoon I left for Mt. Saint-Michel, as 1 wanted to see the wonderful cathedral 
there. It was a long, tiresome trip, but the end was worth the effort. This mountain 
is out a little distance in the sea and is connected to the land by a highway. There is 
a road winding around the mount and up to the fortification at the top. Historically 
it was most interesting, but why tell you what you all know ? 

That evening, while I was resting at the hotel, I found an old Des Moines paper that 
had been left there by some tourist. It seemed like meeting an old friend. There 
was a long article about the newly-elected teachers.

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A Section Hand of the U. G. R. R. 

| OR several years before his death, John Brown ran his famous Underground 
Railroad through southern Iowa, thereby adding much of interest to the 
early history of our state. Reverend William W. Merritt, who eame t<> Mont- 
gomery county from New York in 1857, was one of Brown's assistants and 
as such, helped many -laves on the way to Canada and freedom. He enjoyed 
telling the following experience which he had while working on thai old 
fugitive -lave route. I have added some incidents of pioneer life, told me by Mr. Joel 
Silkett, another early settler of Montgomery county. Reverend Merritt, who was 
one of the first Universalis! ministers in Iowa, was accustomed to use rather long 
words and trite phrase-, a style peculiar to many of our pioneer preachers. I have 
tried to tell his story in the somewhat rambling fashion of an old settler, and as 
nearly as possible in his own language. 

When a man has passed his allotted three score years and ten, it is second nature 
for him to love the past and to think of the days of his vigorous manhood as "the 
good old times." He is inclined to feel that the world was more beautiful and the 
people more kindly when he was young. I came to Montgomery county in '57, and 
soon afterwards began working for the railroad. The first railroad didn't enter 
our county until r 69, you say? Ah! I surmised I would astonish you. The Burling- 
ton wasn't the first railroad into old Montgomery. Histories may state otherwise, 
but I know whereof 1 speak. We had a railroad for more than ten years before 
the Burlington arrived, the U. G. R. R. — the Underground Railroad. Yes, I imagined 
you'd heard of it. 

With Tabor as western headquarters, the Underground crossed the southern por- 
tion of Iowa in its journey from the Missouri line to Canada. After leaving Tabor 
ii ran close to the southern boundaries of Mills and Montgomery counties until %it 
reached Tarkio Creek; then along the Tarkio into Pilot (irove Township, Montgomery 
county, where it jumped acrosq the divide to Seven Mile Creek and followed that into 
Ciftfl county. Safety was the paramount consideration, rather than easy grades, 
and the dangerous route along the open prairie was only resorted to under unusual 
conditions. 

I recall one time when heavy rains caused all the streams to overflow, that the 
railroad experienced extreme difficulties, owing to the absence of bridges and banked 
up roads. That same Hood excommunicated me from town for ten days, and all 
that time I had no provisions in the cabin except hominy. Now hominy is fine, 
sustaining nourishment, but when one has partaken of it, and nothing else, three 
meals a day for more than a week, it begins to pall somewhat on the appetite. 
My old-time hand-mill, with its worn rollers, wouldn't grind fresh corn, but, finally, 
by parching the corn, I managed to make some coarse meal. Unfortunately, when 
the bread made from this meal became cold it was so hard I couldn't eat it. So 
one day 1 gathered some wild gooseberries, which 1 mashed, mixed with salt, ami 
poured over that adamantine corn bread. After the mixture became soft I ate it. 
I still have pleasant recollections of the surpassing tastiness of that dish, but 1 
imagine that if you served it to me today I would not be particularly insistent upon 
having a second portion. 

was I telling you about ? Oh, yes! That county boundarv line was one 
of the most valuable assets the Underground possessed. If the sheriff of Fremont 
county, for instance, undertook to halt a conductor in order to investigate his 
cargo, the conductor always claimed to be in Mills county, and, consequently, out- 
side of the sheriff's jurisdiction. If the Mills county sheriff appeared upon the 
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scene, the conductor was invariably in Fremont county. The willingness with which 
those Iowa sheriffs always agreed that the conductor was right in his contention 
makes us, at this day, regard them as noble and Christian characters. 

John Brown, of whom we still sing, "His Soul (iocs Marching On," was presi- 
dent of the road. The Reverend Todd, of Tabor, was Jocal division superintendent, 
and a number of Frankfort citizens, including Doctor Amasa Bond and Solomon 
Stout, held small positions. I have sometimes imagined that even Sheriff L C. 
Cook, himself, — but you can judge about this when you've heard me. 

I was a section hand on the strip running from my domicile on the Tarkio, near 
Frankfort, to the Cass county line. Frankfort was a wonderful village in those days 
— seventeen buildings and three physicians! When I drive over there from Red 
Oak nowadays and see nothing but corn and hogs and buildings the entire distance — 
not a flower except dandelions — my mind always goes back to the first time I drove, 
in a rickety old buekboard, along the ridge road from Frankfort to Red Oak in 
the spring of '58. We passed only three houses— all log cabins. But what a coun- 
try it was! I doubt if any landscape in the world can compare wuth that of old-time 
Iowa at that season. In every direction was the gently undulating prairie, with 
great splashes of buttercups, anemones, trilliums, wild geraniums, and a do/en other 
varieties of now almost forgotten flowers, nestling in the blue-given grass. It looked 
for all the world as though someone had snipped up the rainbow and had sown it 
broadcast. When we reach Frankfort now — as you well know — there is nothing left 
but a church and a school. All the old buildings are gone, all the old friends gone, 
too. Even the old memories are disappearing for the new generation has interests 
of its own. 

W T here was I? Yes, yes, I was talking about my work on the Underground Rail- 
road! I remember riding over to Frankfort one day and of being in Strait & Stout'- 
store conversing with J. J. Zuber, who had come from Red Oak for supplies for 
his hotel. Quite a place that first Red Oak hotel was. It afforded only two rooms 
tui travelers, so the comfort of its guests depended a good deal upon whether two 
people or ten were stopping there. Each succeeding landlord always changed the 
name of the place, which means that the changes were fairly frequent. In '64 one 
of the Stennett boys was the landlord and, being of the Democratic persuasion, he 
named it "The McClellan House," in honor of General McClellan. A traveler came 
along at that time and, glancing up at the sign, said: 

"Is them the politics o' this place V 9 

"It shore air," said Stennett. 

"So you're a hard-shelled ole Demmycrat, be yet n 
"I shore air," said Stennett. 
"Well, that's a bad egg." 

"If ye think so, ye needn't eat it," replied Stennett, lightning quick. Hut there 
was nowhere else to stop so the fan had to make the best of the 4 4 bad egg." 

Excuse me, but when I get to talking about old times my mind just seems to 
jump from one thing to another. Well, I was visiting with Zuber when Sheriff 
Cook came up to me and, tapping me on the shoulder, said: 

"You an' me's goin' to hev a little confabulation here an' now, Brother Merritt." 

I fully expected to be arrested, and possibly housed in the local bastile, for I knew 
I was one of the breakers of the fugitive slave laws. 

"See here," he continued, in a roar so loud that the entire neighborhood could 
hear him, "It's come to me mighty straight thet you're a-harborin' niggers out to 
your place. Lemme warn ye, 1 won't hev no criminalities in my county. I've swor' 
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to uphol' the laws an' uphol' 'em I will, so watch out ye don't break 'em, Brother 
Merritt, er I'll put ye where ye won't break nothin'. " 

He grasped nie by the arm and hauled me out of the store and over to the hitching 
rack, gesticulating fiercely and threatening me in a loud tone all the way. When we 
reached my horse he was suddenly seized with a terrific cough, but managed to gasp 
>o that I could barely hear him, "The marshal's ordered me to search yer place. 
I'm eomin' 'bout nine with a posse." He here recovered his voice and roared 
again, "Remember what I'm telling ye, Brother Merritt, I won't hev no law- 
breakers 'bout this 'ere way." 

Ten minutes later I entered my humble abode on the Tarkio. A man sat there 
reading a Bible — the Reverend Todd. I understood then what Cook had meant. 

4 4 Brother Todd," I said, "your cargo is suspected and the officers are on the 
trail. We must move it before nine o'clock." 

Todd wasted no time. He was used to such emergencies. He hastened out to the 
"lean-to" at the back of my cabin and opened the door. Seven negroes came swa lin- 
ing out, two men, three women, and two small children. I fixed them up the best 
meal I knew how — corn bread, bacon, and coffee — and an hour later I was headed 
north with my cargo hidden in the bottom of a long, canvas-covered wagon, while 
Todd was returning to Tabor for more freight. On the morning of the third day 
I delivered my load, safely, at the Cass county station. We had been able to secure 
just one meal in all that time and had been obliged to remain hidden in the woods 
along the Tarkio for hours at a stretch. Whether or not those escaped slaves ever 
reached Canada I never learned. We railroad employees made it a point not to 
ask questions. 

Dr. Amasa Bond, at whose domicile John Brown always stayed when in our 
vicinity, was one of the posse recruited by the sheriff to uphold the dignity of the 
law, and he afterwards told me the story of the raid upon my premises. It seems 
that they made an exceedingly thorough search of the place, urged on by Cook who 
swore continually and referred to me by the most opporbrious epithets. Now, no 
man, either before or thereafter, ever intimated that our sheriff was a coward, but 
on this occasion he must have given room for some speculation. Before he would 
enter any building he always allowed Deputy Bond to go in first, while he stood a 
long distance off, with his back turned to the scene of action, conversing with some 
other member of the posse. It looked as though he were afraid of being shot. His 
actions certainly would have appeared exceedingly strange to anyone who knew that 
Cook had once arrested a gang of horse thieves, single-handed. Failing to find any 
incriminating evidence, the sheriff grew tremendously excited once more, and swore 
that, poor as he was, he would give two dollars right out of his own pocket, to catch 
anyone running niggers through his county. However, as they had discovered nothing, 
he figured that the best thing they all could do was to go home and go to bed. 

Some weeks later, as 1 was passing the Bond residence, I noticed, in the window, 
the face of a man that 1 recognized— a stern, heavy face, with a mouth that turned 
down at the corners, eyes that never smiled, and a bushy beard that failed to hide 
the determined set of the square jaw. No need to tell me who it was. I had seen 
John Brown before. But, shaking him by the hand, was another man I couldn't 
recognize so easily, for his back was towards me. Somehow, though, his figure 
and the clothes that he wore reminded me most strikingly of L. C. Cook. And so, 
as I remarked before, I have sometimes had the glimmerings of a suspicion that our 
sheriff, himself — well, what do you think, now that you've heard the story?

There are many honors to which pupils in high school look forward, and lor which 
they strive with varying dtgrees of success— honors on the athletic field, honors in 
liteiary, scientific, dramatic, and musical organizations, and honors for leadership 
and service in general school activities. These awards represent marked ability and 
persistent effort in limited lines and it may he for limited periods of time dining the 
high school course. 

There is one honor, however, for a high school student to receive which stands out 
far above all others — the distinction of being elected to membership in the National 
Honor Society for secondary schools.

Debate Team Review 

The Roosevelt High School Debate Club was organized early last fall. The pre- 
liminaries were held the lirst of December, at which time fourteen tried out. The teams 
chosen were as follows: Affirmative, Esther Lynde, John Martin and William Chase; 
negative, Sam Elbert, Lawrence Bleasdale and John Vreeland. 

February 29th was the date of the first debate. This was held with North High and 
the Koosevelt learn won by a three-vote majority decision of the judge-. "Resolved, 
That the United States Should Join the World Court of the League of Nations at Once" 
was the question for debate. 

The second debate was held March 6th at West High, our team winning this with a 
vote of two to one. 

The third and last debate was held the next day, March 7th. East High made a 
good showing but was defeated by a two to one vote of the judges. The winning of 
these three debates gave our team a perfect record. 

A week later, March 14th, an affirmative team consisting of John Vreeland, William 
Chase and John Martin was defeated by Marshalltown in the Drake tournament by a 
two to one vote. Marshalltown won the tournament, so our school was not so badly 
defeated as would appear. 

Mr. Carrothers is coach of the team. He is a very competent trainer of debate 
teams and most of his debaters have won their contests. It takes much extra time 
to coach a debating team, but Mr. Carrothers has been very liberal with his. April 2d 
Mr. and Mrs. Carrothers entertained the team at a dinner. 
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April 17th the two tennis were invited to appear before the Lion's Club in debate 
and also entertained them. 

Four members of the team graduate this June, but John Martin and Lawrence Bleas 
dale will be left next year. 

John Vreeland and Lawrence Bleasdale were pur representatives in the Boys 1 De- 
clamation Contest at Kast Sigh. John lost Oral place by a very small margin, bnt as 
both of our debaters placed high in the tournament, our school won first place. 

The members of the teams were given, as recognition for their services, a symbol or 
emblem in the form of an official silver black "R" pin. 

The team has finished a very successful season as we won everything but the debate 
tournament. The members of the team put in much time outside of school during the 
Christmas vacation and also this last six weeks. 

The school appreciates the work the team and conch have done and we hope that 
future teams do as well. 

Music Department 

'fhc music department has become an outstanding feature of the school and has 
already made a very commendable name for itself. 

The work of the band has probably been more spectacular than that of any of the 
other organizations. The band is composed of twenty-eight members, all of whom are 
experienced musicians. The band has played during the last semester for the P. T. A., 
the formal dedication of Roosevelt High, the Iowa Teachers Association and the 
majority of the school assemblies. They have been repeatedly complimented on the 
splendid interpretation and pep which is characteristic of their playing. 

Our orchestra, with an enrollment of twenty -three numbers, has appeared before 
the public several times and has performed very creditably. Besides playing for assem- 
blies the orchestra appeared before the Iowa Teachers Association, the class sermon 
Service, "The Amazons," and the senior play.

Junior High Corral History 

Soon after the Roundup became started two Junior High boys (later editor and 
assistant editor) conceived a plan for a Junior High section in the paper. After con- 
vening with the faculty a staff was appointed. It was, however, distinctly under- 
stood that the Corral had to pay its way by selling advertisements. At the first try 
enough ads were sold to give us a three-page issue for a start, but as there was no 
regular advertising staff at that time there was only one page in the succeeding issues. 
The need for an advertising staff was felt soon, however, and one was immediately 
created. Later, as advertising was the source of the Corral's life, an advertising con- 
test was held in the boys' vocation classes with surprising results. In fact, enough 
ads were sold to keep the Corral for the rest of the year with live pages in the An- 
nual and a special edition of four pages. 

This successful contest was sponsored by Stanley Swarzman. Some of its chief 
contributors were Philip Taylor, Miles Murphy, Dick Stoakes, Eugene Pegau, Curtis 
Bay, Hob Morehead and Donald Wissler. 

During this year the Corral has printed 35 columns or 3S5 inches of written mate- 
rial and ()27 inches of advertising in eighteen issues. Quite a success, if we do say 
it ourselves.

Iowa, where he was acting as principal and coach 
for two years. He then came to Des Moines, where he was coach and athletic director at 
North High for six years. Later he became athletic director of Roosevelt.

Well, that's the title OUT golf 
team proudly hears. And they certainly deserve it, for every one of them has played 
in championship form this year and shown the good sportsmanship and fight that is 
characteristic of Roosevell tennis. 

At the first of the vear the golf club was organized for the purpose of getting a line 
on prospective golfers. The first meet scheduled was a duel with OUT West Side rivals. 
The Maize and Blue golfers expected to seore a victory, hut were badly upset by the 
score of IV/2 t<> Dean Wilson proved his ability to handle a -nil' club, by defeat- 
ing Fae Riddel] of West High, who was city junior title holder last year, and in- 
cidentally shot the low medal score. 

The next week our team defeated North High in another one-sided game by a score 
of 12 to 2. In this meet Wilson again came to the front by tying with KautTman 
of North High for low medal score. 

In the third and final match for the city championship, they defeated East High 
by a close score and cinched the city title. Every man on the team played real golf 
during the tournament and every score turned in by a Roosevelt -niter was under 90. 

The team went to three invitation meets also this spring. The Ames ami (irinnell 
meets came on the same date, and after some indecision, a team was sent to both 
meets. Manv people thought this was a poor play because it would weaken both 

teams. Hut the Roosevell golfers sprang a surprise and copped a double victory.

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Swimming Team 

With an entirely unexperienced team Roosevelt placed fourth iu city, state and 
Ames swimming meets. None of the members of the team had ever before been entered 
in a meet and were swimming against men who had been on teams anywhere from one 
to three years. 

About thirty fellows turned out for the first night of practice. At the time of the 
first meet, the city meet, there were twenty-five or twenty-six still out which shows 
that there was a good spirit and that they were not discouraged or afraid to work. 

The Juniors were better swimmers than the Senior Bighs for of the five men 
who made the trip to Iowa City, four were from the Junior High. Layson Voorhees 
was the only member of the Varsity to make the trip.
